THE VERDICT! 



The law's delay is illustrated otten, 
but not so forcibly as in this case: Sev- 
enteen years ago a passenger on the 
Wisconsin Central Railroad was thrown 
under the car and lost both feet. He 
sued for damages, and at the end of sev- 
en years’ litigation secured a verdict 
for $20,000. But he never received the 
money. The cripple managed to keep 
soul and body together by peddling 
shoe strings. ( Shortly before the close 
of the seven years’ contest in the low- 
er courts, the railroad went into the 
hands of a receiver. To get anything 
out of the receiver further litigation 
would have been required, and the mon- 
ey to pay the cost of it could not he 
had. The man died last week, a beg- 
gared victim of the law’s delays. The 
road against which he had a just claim 
esca|>ed the payment of its debts. 

A Cincinnati judge held in a suit for 
$1,900 damages against the Street Car 
Company by a woman who had been 
put off the car because she had tender- 
ed a $5 bill and the conductor didn’t 
have the change, that the tender of a 
$5 bill was an excessive and unreason- 
able tender under the circumxUnees 
and the company had the right to eject. 
Frequently people tender large bills to 
conductors simply to get a free ride. 
This decision will, therefore, be of in- 
terest to them.
